clergy has nothing to do with belief. 
It is a rule adopted because it seemed 
expedient. The papers of this day of 
writing report that the Catholic clergy 
of Southern Hungary have addressed 
a petition to the Hungarian Church 
Council, in which they condemn this 
rule “as an undemocratic institution, 
and demand its abolition.” 

Catholics and Protestants have been 
separated less than four centuries. 
They quit killing one another a good 
while since. In separation they have 
developed differently, perhaps to the 
advantage of mankind; but for years 
they have been getting together, and 
that process has been wonderfully pro- 
moted by the war. That they should 
find a basis of fellowship, and that this 
adventure which the Methodists are 
pushing should wind up in a church 
league which would really amount to 
church unity, is no more incredible than 
anything else. A world with enough 
Methodist in its Catholics to abate the 
fear of them, and with enough Catholic 
in its Methodists to civilize them, might 
be much improved and very pleasant.

Scene V. Coming out of the Plymouth Theatre after the 
matinée. 

Tue Critic (solus). Fine old play in spite of all of them; 
even for a modern New Yorker or New Yorkette who will con- 
centrate and listen and try to think what the words mean. 
And as for plot, there isn’t a melodrama going that has ten 
per cent. of the plot of “ Hamlet.” And lines and situations? 
Why, George M. Cohan at his best is no better than the author 
of “ Hamlet.” The grave-digger’s gags may not be quite up 
to the Forty-second-street standard, but for two or three cen- 
turies they have made many thousands of people laugh, and 
they still make them laugh. Pretty fair test, that, for humor. 

The production? Very simple, consisting of one set and the 
use of curtains, with the costumes evidently not expensive, 
and certainly not gorgeous. Which goes to prove that elabo- 
rate mountings, in some cases, rather detract from than add to 
the interest of a play. In the present case the result of the 
simplicity is to centre the attention on the lines and the acting. 
In the one place where the simplicity is departed from—the 
curiously arranged graveyard scene—the mind wanders from 
the action to the setting. 

The acting? Mr. Walter Hampden’s Hamlet shows too much 
effort to get away from the conventional. This has never 
proved successful, even when backed up with a blonde wig as a 
bit of Scandinavian verity lighting the tragic atmosphere of 
Elsinore. Mr. Hampden is not exactly flippant, even with 
Polonius, but the lines of the prince, whose cerebral lesion 
made him melancholy, do not lend themselves to the conver- 
sational tone, most obvious here in the speech to the players. 
It seems as though Mr. Hampden makes the justifiable choice 
of approaching the réle from the actor’s and not the student’s 
point of attack. This is likely to increase his popularity as 
Hamlet, dealing, as he must, with audiences and not with 
scholars. He is picturesque, forceful, and reads well, so his 
Hamlet is acceptable, if not entirely great. Mr. Bruning is a 
delightful Polonius, getting out of that fat part much that 
many miss. His delivery of the aphorisms to Laertes was 
almost affecting. Mr. Allen Thomas was an excellent First 
Grave Digger, and the others of the cast not notable but suf- 
ficient.
